Subject: — Export of Garments made from handloom fabrics known as “Bleeding 
Madras”. 

No. S/ETC(PN)/ 64 . —It is notified for the information of the trade that 
garments made from “Bleeding Madras” have been placed with effect from 29th 
August, 1964 under Part B of Schedule I to the Exports (Control) Order 1962, 
vide Export Trade Control Order No. E(C)0, 1982/AM(66), dated the 29th August, 
1964. 

2. It had been also notified by means of Trade Notices issued by the Joint 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Madras, and Joint Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, Bombay, on the 31st August, 1964, and 1st September, 1964, 
respectively to the effect that the price for short sleeved sport shirts made out of 
Bleeding Madras should not be below $ 22-5 per dozen FOB and the price for long 
sleeved shirts should not be below $ 26 per dozen F.O.B 

3. In this connection it is hereby clarified that the minimum F.O.B. price per 
dozen of $ 22-6 in case of short sleeved sport shirts and $ 26 per dozen F.O.B 
for long sleeved sport shirts is applicable to “short sleeved sport Shirts for men" 
and “long sleeved sport shirts for men”.
